ured. 180. disabled; and 107 killed. 


Of the 180 persons disabled. 14 
vere farm laborers, 52 were mem- 
bers of farmers' families and 114 
were farm owners or operators. 


One hundred and 
three 
people 
iving on farms suffered amputa- 
lons Farm machinery was respon- 
sible for 92 of these. Circular saws, 
orn shellers. corn huskers and 
shredders. 
threshing 
machines, 


mowers and feed grinders, in the 
order Riven, were responsible for 
he bulk of amputation caused by 
farm machinery. 
Twenty people lost a hand or an 
irm. Ten lost a foot or a leg. Four 
ost toes; 55 lost fingers; 12 lost 
thumbs and one lost an ear.

Johnson Favors Capital 


Punishment Second 


Degree Murder. 


Dra&tic changes in punishments 


for persons convicted of first and 
second degree murder is sought in 
a bill introduced in the state sen- 
ate Thursday morning by Senator 
C. W. Johnson of Potter. 


His bill, S. F. 122, would make 


the death sentence mandatory on 
conviction for either first or sec- 
ond degree murder. 
, At present, first degree murder 
permits the alternative of a life 
sentence or death. 
Second degree 
murder is now punished by sen- 
tences from 10 years to life im- 
prisonment. 


The bill was one of a series in- 
troduced 
Thursday 
by 
Senator 


Johnson designed to make punish- 
ment of crime more severe. Other 
bills would increase the minimum 
sentence for automobile theft from 
1 to 3 years, for robbery of a per- 
son from 3 to 10 and for burglary 
from 1 to 3 years.

was 
introduced 
by 


Senators Pitzer. Frush and Axtell. 
It is designed 
to punish false 


statements as to financial condi- 
tion of building and loan associa- 
tions and trust companies a felony 
as is now provided in the case of 
"banks.

morning session, bringing to the

chamber to 128. It also received 
two more petitions from women's 
clubs asking that the mourning 
dove be removed from the list of 
game birds.

Mr. Fiedler discussed the v arious 
types and occasions for this work 
in connection with well drilling and 
outlined improv ed methods tha t are 
gradually taking the lead.

Bill Permits S t a t e to 
Buy Dormitory Se­ 
curities. 
'The Univ ersity of Neb raska would 
b e pcrmlted to sell b ond.s to the 
state for erection of dormitories, 
under terms of a b ill introduced in 
the senate Thursday morning b y 
Senator J. C. McGowan. 
' The univ ersity was granted an 
appropriation to start a dormitory 
system two years ago at the same 
time legislation perm itting sale of 
b onds so tha t the b uildings could 
b e paid for on an amortization plan 
was passed. 
The Institution found 
b ond prices unfav orab le, howev er. 
It had made a req uest for legis­ 
lation to permit the state to b uy its 
b onds. Tl7l.s would giv e the state a 
sure inv estment, univ ersity officials 
felt, while reducing the expense of 
b ond Interest for the dormitories.

FOOLISH. 


It would be impossible to pick upon a phrase which 


more accurately and aptly sums up the governor's 
budget recommendations presented to the Nebraska 
legislature than to revive the trite, old statement it 
is a case of being penny wiss and pound foolish. 


Mr. Bryan seemingly has managed to effect con- 


siderable economies in state government but in work- 
ing out a program he has violated every sound busi- 
ness principle. It is not good business to put off un- 
til tomorrow what should be done today. Tomorrow 
always has its own problems, which call for large ex- 
penditures and heavy tax burdens. There are very 
few individuals, who have not lived long enough to 
discover that fact. But Mr. Bryan, seizing upon what 
he believes to be an opportunity to improve his poli- 
tical fortunes, says today is not the time to spend 
and by inference suggests we will do tomorrow what 
he recognizes we should do today. 


The governors attitude parallels the policy of the 


people of the city of Lincoln for nearly fifteen years 
in connection with a school building program.

able sums of money, they remained silent, afraid that

tionist. His stock in trade is terroism. To succeed 
he must be able to so thoroughly- frighten his prey 
hat it will not take the law enforcement divisions of 
,he country into its confidence. 


Yet the records show few extortion plots have been 


successful where police are promptly called into the 
case. More frequently the guilty parties have been 
apprehended when a delivery of-money was made. 


There are few crimes more cruel and brutal then 


extortion. For that reason the punishment should 
be exceedingly severe. For that reason no 
effort 


should be spared to apprehend extortion gangs. A 
Kansas City man, kidnapped some months ago and 
forced to pay a ransom of $100.000, has been threat- 
ened again. That Is a splendid case for the police to 
start on.

The Great Lakes Pipeline com-

Favors Scholarships 


To Athletes. 


ATLANTA, Ga., Jan. 29—CAP)— 


The trouble with football Is a vic- 
ious system of management, rather 
than the granting of scholarships, 
in the opinion of Dr. Thornwell 
Jacobs, president of Oglethorpe uni- 
versity. 


"The fault lies in the vicious 
system of allowing alumni, students 
and 'outside business men" to oper- 
ate and control the athletic pro- 
grams. Consequent lack of interest 
in and authority over athletics by 
the college faculties is at the bot- 
tom of., all so-called evils of the 
gajne," Dr. Jacobs believes. 
Urges Faculty Control. 


"These schools would not con- 
sider turning over the operation 
of their chemistry department to 
students and alumni, but evidently 
they think nothing of placing one 
of the most Important and most 
popular departments In their hands. 
"The department of physical cul- 
ture, including Intercollegiate arid 
intramural sports, should come un- 
der the faculties, the same as any 
other class or subject, with the 
coach having direct supervision." 


Dr. Jacobs favors the awarding 


of self-help scholarships 
to stu- 


dents, athletes or non-athletes who 
need 
aid 
to 
finance their way 


through school. 
Favors Free Scholarships. 


"I don't hesitate to offer a schol- 
arship to a good violinist to study 
here and play in. our orchestra, so 
why the objection to making the 
same proposition to the athlete, 
he says. "Any other attitude in the 
matter is hypocritical. If this is 
subsidizaton, you can say Ogle- 
ihorpe university is in favor of it. 


"A college athlete receiving help 


should not be regarded as a pro- 
fessional. He is as clean an ama- 
teur as any. He receives less for 
his participation than the so-called 
amateur in golf, tennis and other 
sports not connected with collegiate 
sport." 
v 
Dr. Jacobs says there is no such 
thing as over-emphasis m football. 
Ridicules Over-Emphasi?. 


"It may be that other depart- 
ments are under-emphasteed, but 
certainly the physical culture di- 
vision is worth all the attention 
given to it. An athlete gives less 
time to his game than to any 
single subject of his college course 


"The professors and *acu' es are 
at fault in cases of students who 
are allowed to play, regardless of 
their scholastic standing. A pro- 
fessor should adhere strictly to the 
scholastic requirements m passing 
or failing an athlete.. If such a 
course were adopted universally, the 
•tramp athlete' would quickly pass 
out." 


Receipts Welcome at Yale. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 29—W)—That 


gate receipts, large or small, are 
quite all right for college football 
so long as they are properly ad- 
ministered, is an opinion expressed 
by President James Rowland Angell 


Yale 'does not expect to ask her 


alumni to endow athletics, Presi- 
dent Angell told the representatives 
attending the annual meeting ol 
the Yale Alumni University Fund 
association last night. 
"Intercollegiate games," he said, 


"should be carried on within the 
bounds of such reasonable expendi- 
tures as can be provided by the 
participant, or by special gifts, or 
by sales of tickets to witness the 
contests. Despite abuses which have 
grown up at some institutions, as 
the result of the huge gate receipts 
for football, these abuses are being 
rapidly corrected, and the money is 
now generally used lor proper pur- 
poses, such as the development of 
intramural sports."
